a. On 6 March 1962 , we asked MOG by cable note to

b. On 9 March 1962 , MOG replied by cable note that 

C ~~1 found through a local contact that AEMARSH/1 has been in a 
TB sanatorium near Pforzheim during the past year. (This information 
„JLs most probably in error unless he has been readmitted, since 

:»t AEMARSH/1 in August 196l, a month after he was released 
from the sanatorium . See Reference D . ) 

c. On 21 March 1962 , ^ldarot address traces on AEMARSH/1 
were requested on a priority basis through CD IBEX channels for a check, 
on the sanatorium area forwarding address. This request Is still in 
process. 



2 . While we are making every effort to locate AEMARSH/1, 
we question the advisability of actually contacting him when we do 
find out where he is living. AEMARSH/1 was hired in 1955 as a princi- 
pal agent and paid approximately DM 800-900 per month until ihe had a 
recurrence of TB and became confined to a sanatorium, at which time 
he was terminated effective 3 March i 960 . Since AEMARSH/1 was still 
the communication channel of the AEVAIN mail drops, for more than a 
year j*fter hJ^s termination, it was necessary forV_ J 

and]~ jto have repeated contact with AEMAKSfi/l to ask operational 

favors after his termination and while he was still under treatment 
in the sanatorium. AEMARSH/1 was most co-operative, but this was 
an embarrassing situation for KUBARK until he was removed from the 
AEVAIN drop channel. Finally AEMARSH/1 was released from the sana- 
torium in the summer of 1961 , at which time he asked if we had a 
part-time Job for him (see paragraph 3 of Reference D). He was told 
we would let him know if anything should develop in the future, but in 
effect, "Don't call us, we'll call you." There has been no contact 
since then with AEMARSH/1. In the meanwhile AEMARSH/1 has been con- 
sidered for a Job as a spotter and handler of live mail drops for the 
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SO Branch of FOB, and it was thought that if he were to be offered such 
a Job, it would also be most appropriate to query him at that time 
regarding Talivaldis MEDNIS in response to the reference requests. 

It has now been decided, however, that there is no current or fore- 
seeable need for AEMARSH/1* s services in connection with letter drops. 
Therefore , unless it develops that some other contractural relation- 
ship is re-established with AEMARSH/1 sometime in the future, we 
believe that there should be no>- furthe r contact with AEMARSH/1, since 
It Is felt that we stretched our informal requests to the limit for 
this terminated agent. For this reason we did not simply write a 
note to AEMARSH/1 in care of the Latvian National Council to ask his 
current address. 
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
